(Chagab)]; Agabus, an Israelite: — Agabus. 


(14) ya OGoe£py£o, — ag-ath-er-gheh'-o; from (18) (&yaOO¢) and 
(2041) (Epyov); to work good: — do good. 


(15) aya oTt 01£0, — ag-ath-op-oy-eh’-o; from (17) (&rya90 to 16G); 
to be a well-doer (as a favor or a duty): — (when) do good 
(well). 


(16) G' ya Gor o1ia, — ag-ath-op-oy-ee’-ah; from (17) (vy 0T 0106); 
well-doing, i.e. virtue: — well-doing. 


(17) &'yoono10c, — ag-ath-op-oy-os’; from (18) (@ya.06c) and (4160) 
(TO 1£0); a well-doer, i.e. virtuous: — them that do well. 


(18) àyaðóç, — ag-ath-os’; a primary word; “good” (in any sense, often 
as noun): — benefit, good (-s, things), well. Compare (2570)

goodness, i.e. virtue or beneficence: — goodness.

exultation; specially welcome: — gladness, (exceeding) joy. 

(21) & yo. to, — ag-al-lee-ah’-o; from &yav (much) and (242) 
(GAXAOLAL); properly to jump for joy, i.e. exult. — be 
(exceeding) glad, with exceeding joy, rejoice (greatly). 

(22) &yoguoc, — ag '-am-os; from (1) (Œ) (as a negative particle) and 
(1062) (yåuoc); unmarried: — unmarried. 
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(23) GYAVAKTEW, — ag-an-ak-teh’-o; from &yav (much) and &x80G 
(grief; akin to the base of (43) (ayKG&AN)); to be greatly 
afflicted, i.e. (figurative) indignant: — be much (sore) displeased, 
have (be moved with, with) indignation.

(26) wya&nn, — ag-ah’-pay; from (25) (aya); love, i.e. affection or 
benevolence; specially (plural) a love-feast. — (feast of) charity

(dearly, well) beloved, dear. 


(28) *Ayap, — ag’-ar; of Hebrew origin [Hebrew {1904} (Hagar)];
